In an effort to help ensure the academic success of the 
student athletes, professionally supervised study sessions for 
‘cach athletic team are organized. The main focus ofthe study 
hall program isto help students develop consisent and appro- 
priate stidy patterns by providing a structured setting to work 
fon class assignments and to provide tutorial assistance before 
academic problems arise. Although the enteria for study hall
